Executive Council Maps Campaign to Defeat Labor’s Enemies in Congress 


SHICAGO.—The AFL Executive Council de- 
nded a sweeping congressional house-cleaning 
the fall elections and set the political machinery 
11 the Federation in high gear to put it into effect. 


As the first action of its mid-summer meeting 
here, the AFL leaders denounced the ‘dismal rec- 
t" of the 79th Congress and decided to mobi- 
é the full voting strength of the Federation's 
even million members to elect a better Congress 
next November “‘which will honestly and faith- 
uily carry out the will of the American peoole.” 


Without mincing words, the Executive Coun- 
charged that the last Congress had engaged 
legislative assaults against the masses of Ameri- 
n workers, that it had shown “shameful sub- 
ervience to lobbyists for special interests'’ and 
hat it had failed to provide for human needs 
ring reconversion. 
“Candidates have been elected to Congress who 
-¢ committed to policies destructive of the wel- 
re of the majority of the American peopl¢,”’ the 
yuncil declared.

ORGANIZATION IN 
CANNERY FIGHT 


SAN FRANCISCO.—United, Mili- 
tant action on the part of the AFL 
unions of Northern California tc 
assure victory for the AFL can- 
nery unions, on August 29th and 
30th, was moving forward rapidly 
this week. 

Strong AFL ¢ommittees have 
been formed in seven counties af- 
fected by the raid of the dual 
Tobacco Workers’ organization. 
These committees are holding meet- 
ings and getting into the fight. 
Plans are under way to carry the 
fight to every member of every 
AFL union in the entire area and 
to enlist his support. 

The work of setting up these 
committees has been conducted by 
the Western Office of the American 
Federation of Labor in San Fran- 
cisco. 

It has been pointed out to the 
AFL member unions that this is not 
simply a Teamster fight against 
a CIO raid; it is the fight of all 
AFL organizations. The 
groups, which include many char- 
acters from such places as De- 
troit, Chicago, and Los Angeles, are 
making their appearance in the 
cannery centers, 


Again demonstrating its bias and | 


prejudice in favor of the raiders, 
the NLRB has failed even to ac- 
knowledge receipt of motions filed 
in the last week by the AFL Can- 
nery Workers demanding retraction 
of charges against the Teamsters 
and hearings on the petition of the 
Tobacco Workers to exclude the 
AFL from the ballot. NLRB elec- 
tion examiners shipped in from 
Minneapolis are going ahead with 
plans to hold another election, with- 


out the secret ballot, since the 
workers will be lined up at long 
jtables to vote, and with only old 
| paper cartons, without locks, to 
hold the ballots until they are 
{counted. This procedure has been 
| protested vigorously by the AFL

Fine Foods. Modesto Local 748 or-

UMW Rail Workers 
Seek Rule Changes 
Instead Of 2:c Raise 


NEW YORK.—A strike of 1,100 
trainmen, brakemen and ticket col- 
lectors on the Long Island railroad 
was set for August 23rd after the 
men voted more than 90 per cent 
in favor of a walkout. 

The strike was called by Local 
13,044, District 50, United Mine 
Workers (AFL), to force changes 
in work rules in addition to a wage 
increase of 16c an hour. The com- 
pany offered an 18%c increase in 
line with the general railroad wage 
pattern. The UMW members were 
not covered by the recent rail settle- 
ment worked out by President Tru- 
man which gave the unions an addi- 
tional 2%e hourly increase in ex- 
change for a 1-year moratorium on 
rule changes. 

Although the railway labor act 
requires a 60-day cooling off period 
after an emergency board has been 
appointed, William Dalrymple, di- 
rector of District 50’s railroad di- 
vision, said: “We do not want to 
| wait until these men die before we 
get the rules changed. We want 
action.” The August 23rd date rep- 
resented a 30-day waiting period, he 
added, since strike notice was first 
served July 23rd and negotiations 
had been dragging on unsuccess- 
fully since February. 

Among the rule changes asked by 
the union, President John*J. Sayers 
of Local 13,044 said, are: work on 
the basis of a 26-day month instead 
of 30 without a cut in pay, a straight 
8-hour day and time-and-a-half for 
overtime, 2-week vacations and sick 

leave with pay.

INFLATION MAIN | 
THREAT, SAYS 
STEELMANIN, 
RECONVERSION | 


WASHINGTON — Inflation re- 
mains the No. 1 threat to America’s 
economy, said Reconversion Direc- 
tor John R. Steelman August 13th 
in summing up the record of one 
year since V-J Day. 

“Altogether we have achieved 
much in the transition period,” he 
said, “the threat of inflation still 
casts a shadow over the future. We 
must not mistake temporary gains 
in production, employment and in- 
come for permanent stability. To 
achieve that we must maintain 
some stabilization controls until ou: 
industry starts turning out the high 
level of goods demanded .. . Public 
support of prices and restraint in 
buying are no less important now 
than before the fighting period.” 

Steelman’s report said the nation 
had “sucessfully avoided the defla- 
tion which threatened when war 
plants closed and millions of de- 
mobilized men returned to look for 
peacetime jobs.” However, he re- 
ported 2.3 million persons actively 
seeking jobs, with 58.1 million at 
work. 

“The proportion of unemployment 
is probably the lowest for any peace- 
time year since we became an in- 
dustrial nation,” Steelman said. ‘‘No 
significant increase in unemploy- 
ment is expected the remainder of 
the year.” 

Reporting that almost a quarter 
million new businesses were started 
the latter half of 1945, Steelman | 
said heavy industry profits declined 
sharply since V-J day because of 
war contract terminations, heavy | 
reconversion expenses and inability 
so far to return to full production. 

“In the remainder of our econo- 
my,” he said, “profits before taxes | 
were well maintained, profits after | 
taxes were at the highest levels| 
on record.” Farmers, he reported, | 
are looking forward to selling their | 
full harvest “at good prices.” | 

Domestic consumption of agricul- | 
tural goods is higher than ever be-| 
fore, the report said, and in ad- 
dition the U. S. has sent abroad 
over 417 million bushels of wheat 
and other bread grains to prevent | 
stravation and death in famine 
areas. 

Of industrial relations, Steelman’s 
report called the past year “a pe- 
riod of readjustment after three and 
a half years of all-out production | 
for war. Wages did not lag so far | 
behind prices as was the case after 
the last war, and the majority of | 
wage increases were negotiated 
through the normal process of col-

‘Striking Against Government’ 
Affidavit Clarified By A. F. of L. 


SAN FRANCISCO--An Amend-|! 
ment to recent apropriations bills 
passed by Congress povides that all | 
government employes would have | 
to sign an affadavit before they | 
could be paid, declaring that they 
did not belong to and could not join

Pursuant to this amendment, vari- 
ous administrative agencies of the 
government requested all of their 
employes to sign affidavits which 
declared, among other things, that 
they were not on strike against | 
the United States government, that | 
they were not members of an or-) 
ganization of government employes | 
asserting the right to strike against 


the government, and that during 
such time as they remained in the | 
employ of the government that 


| 
they would not become a member 


of an organization of government 
employes that asserted the right) 
to strike against the government. 

As many of the government em- 
ployes are members of AFL craft | 


unions which regard the right to 
strike as a fundamental privilege 
the form of this affadavit aroused 


considerable confusion and _ steps 
had to be taken in order to clarify 
the situation. The situation was 
particularly acute in the Veteran's 
Administration, which hired many 
craftsmen on a daily basis through 
the U. S. Employment Service. In 
response to many protests, the Vet- 


eran’s Administration, by teletype 
dated July 24, 1946, informed all 
of its deputy administrators that 
this affidavit could be reduced to 


a simple statement that: “I do here-| 
by swear or affirm that I have not] 


during the period of my present | 
employment engaged in any strike | 
against the government of the 
United States and that I am nota 


member of an organization of gov- 
ernment employes that asserts the 
right to strike against the govern- 
ment of the United States.” 

In response to the many requests 
that the Federation received from 
its affiliates regarding this affida- 
vit, an appeal was made to the} 
American Federation of Labor by 
Secretary Haggerty for advice con- 
cerning what action should be 
taken in this matter. A reply from 
President Green, enclosing a _ let- 
ter from the AFL’s General Coun- 


sel, Judge Padway, has cleared up 
some of the confusion which has 
arisen. Judge Padway has confered 
with the United Civil Service Com- 
mission, and, as a result of that 
correspondence, has written the 
Civil Service Commission a letter 
in which he said: 

is, . we are hereby formally 
requesting revisions and clarifica- 
tion respecting the affidavits re- 
quired by the several recently en- 
acted appropriation laws along the 
lines we discussed at our confer- 
ence this morning. In our discus- 
sion there was agreement among 
us on the following points: 

1. That the affidavit need not and 
should not contain the statement 
that the government employe has 
not struck against the government 
of the United States in the past 
that is, before the effective date of 
the various laws; 

2. That the affidavit need not and 


should not contain the statement 
that the government employe will 
1ever strike against the govern- 


ment of the United States; that is, 
that the commitments as to future 
strikes should be limited to the 
period of the operation of the vari- 
ous appropriation laws: 

3. That the law ‘In no manner 
applies to the employes of private 
persons who may have contracts 
with the government; 

4. That the phrase “organization 
of government employes” means 
and is intended to mean, an organ-

COST OF LIVING — 
CONTINUES TO 
SPIRAL UPWARD 


The rise in the cost of living 
which workers have experienced 
in the past few months is par- 
tially corroborated by the latest 
Consumer Price Index (Cost of 
Living Index) issued by the U. S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics for the 
city of San Francisco, as of July 
15, 1946. 

The total index for all items for 
this month is 143.9, for food 172.1, 
for clothing 153.5, for fuel 86.1, for 
house furnishings 132.2, and for 
miscellaneous items 137.3. In the 
case of all items, the _ increase 
amounts to 4.4 per cent in the 


‘last month, and 7.3 per cent since 


January 15, 1946. In the matter of 
food, the increase amounts to 10.7 
per cent in the last month and 15.1 
per cent since January 15, 1946. For 
items entering into the 
the Bureau 


most important item entering into 
the Index is that of food, and that 
has shown the greatest increase. 


It is hoped that the decontrol 
board, now’ considering ceilings 
should be restored on food items 


and whose decision will be made 
before the Journal _ reaches 
the hands of its readers, will take 
into account what hapened to food 
prices during the period when there 
was no OPA control, and what is 
likely to happen if the control is 
not restored. No matter what ac- 
tion the decontrol board may take, 
it can be expected that this Index 
will show similar increases during 
the succeeding months. Ever since 
OPA began to function again, it 
has announced a series of price in- 
creases for various manufactured 
products, ranging from mattresses 
to automobiles. The increases in- 
volved range as high as 12 per 
cent. Such increases will necessarily 
be reflected in the Index, and the 
workers will find that the purchas- 
ing power of their pay envelope 
will continue to decline. 


June Construction 
Expenditures In 
Excess of One Billion 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—-With con 
struction employment exceeding 2 
million workers, construction ex-

penditures in June were in excess | 


of a billion dollars, surpassing for 
the first month the peak war con- 
struction year of 1942, According 
to a report on building activities 
for the first half of 1946 by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, U. S. 
Department of Labor, one million 
workers had been taken on since 
V-J Day, nine-tenths of them added 
this year and nearly half in May 
and June alone. 

The BLS survey indicates that ex- 
penditures for private construction 
during the first half of 1946 ex- 
ceeded 3 1/3 billion dollars, the 
highest half-year figure in more 
than 10 years. Private construction 
over the period was about 314 
times as large as in the same period 
last year and 50 percent greater 
than in 1940, 

The advance in construction em- 
ployment is expected to continue 
throughout the greater part of the 
year in most categories of work. 
Housing will take a larger and 
larger share of the total number 
of workers. Residential building in 
June was 35 percent of total con- 
struction employment, as compared 
with 29 percent ‘last January.

AFL OPPOSES CIO 
REPRESENTATION 
AT INT. LABOR ORG. 


CHICAGO—The AFL executive 
council informed President Truman 
August 14th that it adamantly op- 
posed sharing representation in the 
International Labor Organization 
with the CIO or any other labor 
body in the U. S. 


The ILO constitution requires 
each members nation to select its 
workers’ delegate to ILO confer- 
ences from the “most representa- 
tive” labor organization in the 
country, the council pointed out. 
“This course has been scrupulously 
followed by the U. S. government 
ever since the ILO was formed,” 
it said. “Each year the delegate 
appointed to represent American 
workers has been chosen on the 
recommendation of the AFL. 


“It has now been publicly re- 
ported without denial that Secre- 
tary of Labor Schwellenbach has 
decided to alternate the American 
workers’ delegate to the ILO be- 
tween nominees of the AFL and the 
CIO.” 


Calling this decision “political ap- 
peasement,” the council urged the 
government to uphold its commit- 
ments under the treaty which made 
the U. S. an ILO member by de- 
signating an AFL representative to 
the ILO Montreal conference this 
September. AFL International Rep- 
resentative Robert J. Watt has been 
workers’ delegate to ILO confer- 
ences for several years and was 
recently elected to its governing 
body for a term expiring in Decem- 
ber 1948, 

“This is a matter of right, justice 
and principle,” AFL President 
Green told a press conference. “Hi- 
ther we are the most representative 
body or we are not. If we are not, 
we don’t want it and wouldn’t take 
it.” Green said his position was 
based on the fact that the AFL 
has one million more members than 
the CIO. 


The council named 
Treasurer Thomas Kennedy of 
United Mine Workers and Presi- 
dent Edward J. Brown of Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers as its fraternal delegates 
to the British Trades Union Con- 
gress convention in October with 
the understanding that the CIO 
would not be invited. It also voted a 
charter to the National Farm La- 
bor Union, formerly the Southern 
Tenant Farmers Union, giving it 
exclusive jurisdiction to organize 
farm labor. 


Red's Domination 
Drives ClO Union 
Into Ranks of AFL 


GRAND RAPIDS, MICH.—Con- 
firming long-standing charges of 
AFL leaders that CIO unions are 
dominated by Communists, 2,500 
Grand Rapids members of the CIO 
United Furniture Workers voted to 
join the American Federation of La- 
bor to rid themselves of Red con- 
trol. 


The action came at a mass meet- 
ing of Local 415 that followed the 


Secretary- 


——— | resignation of three officials of the 


United Furniture Workers who 
charged that the CIO union is “100 
per cent” controlled by Commu- 
nists. 


The three officials who led the 
walkout from CIO ranks were 
Morris Miller, who resigned as 
president of the Kent County CIO 
and regional director of 
the UFW; Leon Quillin, who quit 
as a member of the UFW’s Inter- 
national Executive Board, and Fred 
Bonine, who gave up his post as 
president of Local 415, UFW. 


Mr, Milter said the switch to AFL 
ranks will not impair the legality 
of the local’s contracts with 10 
Grand Rapids furniture firms. 

Mr. Miller told reporters that 
there was only one dissenting vote 
as Local 415 voted to withdraw 
from the CIO and affiliate with 
the AFL Upholsters International 
Union, 

The resignation of Morris Mus- 
ter as international president of the 
UFW and the appointment of “a 
well-known Communist, Morris Piz- 
er,” as his successor, Mr. Miller 
charged, provides “concrete proof 
to me that the Communists have 
gained 100 per cent control of the 
United Furniture Workers.” 

Mr. Pitzer, Mr. Miller said, was 
named acting successor to Mr. 
Muster shortly after the latter re- 
signed June 30th,
